There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 

combination with the cited art so as to satisfy all the limitations as now cited in claims 1 , 
23, 24, 46 and 67. 

As to claims 1 , 23, 24, 46 and 67, the prior art does not teach or suggest "the 
second wavelength is greater than the first wavelength, so that radiation from the 
second beam penetrates the surface of the substrate by a distance greater than 
that by radiation from the first beam" and "generating from the outputs first data 
set(s) containing only data on anomalies at or substantially at the surface of the 
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substrate and second data set(s) containing data on anomalies away from the 
surface of the substrates so that anomalies at or substantially at the surface of 
the substrate are detectable independently from anomalies away from the surface 
of the substrate from the data sets", in combination with the rest of limitations of 
claims 1, 23, 24, 46 and 67.
